Port au Prince, Hayti, May 8.— 
The United Stales cruiser Mont¬ 
gomery, Commander Converse, is 
supposed to have been engaged 
with amneh larger Spanish crui¬ 
ser last night northwest of Cape 
Haytien, the seaport town of Hayli.

The Montgomery left Cape Hay- 
tien and the Spaniard, which is

for her, is said to have pursued 
j her, both putting on full steam.
